The participants speakers are expected to conduct 
in a decorous manner at all times during virtual 
hearings. 


The participants speakers shall not share/ 
/disclosed/disseminate the link shared with them 
for the purposes of VM with any other person.

General Instructions 


For enhanced Virtual Meeting quality, use of 
headphones is recommended. 


The standard protocol about one person speaking 
at a time in Virtual Meeting shall be strictly 
followed. 


The speakers shall be given opportunities to present 
their case. Any attempt to jump in during the 
presentation by another speaker may disrupt the 
proceedings. Such conduct may also invite ‘muting’ 
of the microphone of the disrupting speaker. 


Cross talking or discussion could be done only after 
the microphone has been put in ‘mute’ mode. 


The participants/speakers must ensure that no 
other device or application is connected to or using 
the bandwidth when the hearing is in progress. 


The participants/speakers while joining the VM, 
shall enter their name in the following format: First 
name-Second name- Participant/Speaker. 


Upon having joined the hearing in virtual mode, the 
speaker shall introduce himself/herself to the 
Chairperson and thereafter, shall wait for the 
instructions from the Chairperson.
